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Goal  of  $500,000 


Set  For  Israel  Bond  Drive 


On  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  Israel  Bond  Drive,  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  is  again  solidly  supporting  the  1970  Bond  Drive. 
Responding  with  heartening  aid  in  this  crucial  year,  good  progress  is 
being  made.  Under  the  leadership  of  John  Greenberg,  General  Chairman 
and  Mrs.  Max  Zelikovitz,  Chairman  of  the  Women’s  Division,  there  has 
been  an  involvement  of  key  elements  of  the  community. 


A number  of  productive  meet- 
ings and  testimonial  receptions 
have  already  taken  place  and  spe- 
cial events  are  being  planned  to 
expand  coverage  of  the  communi- 
ty. The  feature  of  the  1970  Bond 
Drive  has  been  the  visit  to  Ottawa 
of  the  Honourable  Pinchas  Sapir, 
Israel  Minister  of  Finance,  who 
addressed  a breakfast  meeting  in 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre  on 
September  17  and  at  which 
$70,000  in  additional  Bond  sales 
was  realized. 

The  Israel  Bond  Fashion  Show 
on  September  16  was  an  outstand- 
ing success  and  a clear  indication 
of  the  notable  advances  made  by 
the  Israeli  fashion  industry.  The 
Bond  effort  for  1970  will  be 
climaxed  by  the  Ambassador’s  Ball 
on  November  8. 


The  objective  for  the  Ottawa 
Israel  1970  Bond  Drive  is  $500,000 
and  the  following  paragraph  taken 
from  the  “Text  of  Resolution  on 
Campaign.”  unanimously  adopted 
at  the  International  Anniversary 
Conference  in  Jerusalem,  Sunday, 
August  23,  1970  clearly  demons- 
trates the  necessity  for  reaching 
this  goal: 

“Accordingly  we  call  upon  the 
Jews  of  the  world  to  set  aside  all 
past  criteria  of  support,  including 
the  memorable  outpouring  of  as- 
sistance in  1967  and  we  ask  that 
a state  of  mobilization  be  declared 
within  the  Jewish  communities  of 
the  world  in  terms  of  dedicated 
and  selfless  labour  in  order  to 
achieve  a sale  of  $500  million  in 
the  next  sixteen  months.” 


Ambassador  of  Israel  to 
Canada  Extends  Greetings 


As  I write  these  lines,  the  deaf- 
ening rumble  of  artillery  and 
bombing  has  died  down  on  the 
Suez  Canal  and  has  been  replaced 
by  an  uneasy  silence.  However  on 
the  Jordanian,  Syrian  and  Lebanese 
borders,  the  belligerence  and  vio- 
lence of  the  Arab  terrorist  organ- 
izations threatens  the  fragile  cease- 
fire and  endangers  the  search  for 
peace. 

These  facts,  in  addition  to  their 
practical  effects,  are  of  basic  si- 
gnificance. They  symbolize  the 
uneven  and  asymmetrical  nature 
of  the  conflict.  ISRAEL  - craving 
for  peace  and  willing  to  examine 
every  possibility,  no  matter  how 
remote,  in  the  search  for  it;  The 
ARABS  - still  refusing  to  nego- 
tiate directly  with  Israel  and  to 
sign  a binding  peace  agreement 
with  her  whilst  impinging  on 
Israel’s  security,  at  the  same  time 
threatening  their  own  by  the  acts 
of  those  elements  who  not  only 
do  not  seek  peace  but  are  determ- 
ined to  forestall  any  possibilities 
of  a settlement  which  falls  short 
of  Israel's  destruction. 

This  situation  is  illustrative  of 
another  aspect  of  Jewish  existence: 
Whereas  there  may  today  be  rela- 
tive quiet  on  one  front,  vigilance 
and  preparedness  must  be  main- 
tained on  EVERY  front  - for 
until  a final  peace  is  attained  with 
all  Israel’s  neighbours,  and  while 
the  slim  prospects  are  being  fol- 
lowed by  Israel  in  all  seriousness, 
nothing  can  be  taken  for  granted. 

Indeed,  the  danger  engendered 
by  complacency,  a lessening  of  the 
alertness  or  a reduction  of  the 
efforts  made  to  strengthen  Israel 
and  to  forestall  the  hostile  acti- 
vities and  military  and  political 
initiatives  of  the  Arabs  and  their 
Soviet  Allies  in  every  sphere  is 
greater  than  the  dangers  inherent 
in  violation  of  the  cease-fire  by 
the  terrorists. 


His  Excellency  Ephraim  Evron 


This  is  a time  for  maximum 
efforts  in  three  spheres  vital  to 
Israel’s  existence:  The  Military, 
the  Political  and  the  Economic. 
In  the  absence  of  peace  Israel  must 
continue  to  maintain  maximum 
vigilance  on  all  borders.  This  is  a 
task  which  can  be  safely  entrusted 
to  the  Israel  Defence  Forces. 

Politically,  Israel  is  exercising 
her  talents  and  facilities  to  the 
full  in  order  to  endeavour  to 
convert  what  is  presently  no  more 
than  a thin  glimmer  of  procedural 
hope  into  viable  practical  negotia- 
tions that  will  result  in  a binding 
peace  accord  with  her  neighbours 
based  upon  secure  and  recognized 
boundaries  and  a relationship  of 
mutual  trust  and  cooperation. 

Economically,  the  burden  today 
is  heavier  than  it  was  and  there 
dare  not  be  a relaxation  of  effort 
as  crucial  issues  are  at  stake.  Poli- 
tical and  Military  considerations 
are  built  upon  a foundation  of 
Economic  strength  and  virility. 
Israel  weakened  economically 
would  be  unable  to  maintain  an 
effective  defence  and  be  inept  in 
conducting  a political  struggle 
upon  which  her  very  future  relies 
so  heavily. 


Thriving  Economy  Essential 


I have  every  confidence  that  some  day  peace  will  come  to 
Israel,  but  at  the  moment  she  is  threatened  by  Arabs  and  Soviet 
arms  at  her  borders. 

Faced  with  a crushing  defence  burden,  Israel’s  economy  would 
suffer  grave  consequences  were  it  not  for  State  of  Israel  Bonds. 

The  Israeli  people  through  heavy  personal  taxes  pay  for  their 
defence  and  we  must  do  our  part  by  ensuring  a healthy  economy. 
Bonds  are  a major  source  of  investment  dollars.  The  money  from 
the  sale  of  State  of  Israel  Bonds  is  used  in  the  development  of 
industries  and  services  essential  to  her  economy. 

Our  goal  for  Bond  purchases  this  year  is  much  higher  than  last. 
Israel  cannot  afford  to  interrupt  its  economic  development  and  in 
the  face  of  sky  jacking  of  innocent  victims,  guerilla  bombings  at 
the  borders  and  the  threat  of  Soviet  missiles  at  the  Suez,  it  is  our 
duty  to  buy  more  Bonds  in  1970  than  ever  before. 

I am  sure  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  will  do  its  duty  as  it 
always  has,  and  will  not  let  Israel  down.

Kol  Nidre  Friday  at  Sunset 


Yom  Kippur,  the  solemn  Day 
of  Atonement,  will  be  ushered  in 
at  sunset  on  Friday  evening,  Octo- 
ber 9.  Culminating  ten  days  of 
prayer  and  penitence,  this  holiday 
is  characterized  by  a twenty-four 
hour  period  of  total  fasting  and 
abstinence  from  material  pursuits. 
This  emphasizes  man’s  essence  as 
a spiritual  and  holy  being  and  his 
need  to  live  in  accordance  with 
God’s  commandments. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition, 
Moses  descended  from  Mount 


Sinai  with  the  tablets  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  on  the  tenth  day 
of  Tishre  (the  Hebrew  date  upon 
which  Yom  Kippur  falls)  and 
brought  the  people  the  good 
news  that  the  sin  of  the  golden 
calf  had  been  forgiven;  therefore, 
the  tenth  of  Tishre  was  ordained 
as  a day  of  forgiveness  for  all  time 
to  come. 

This  day,  set  aside  for  penitence 
and  moral  regeneration,  is  the 
only  one  for  which  Jewish  law 
prescribes  fasting,  the  most  intense 
form  of  devotion  and  contribution. 


On  that  day,  the  Rabbis  state, 
people  resemble  the  angels,  with- 
out human  wants,  without  sins, 
linked  together  in  love  and  peace. 

Religious  services  on  Friday 
evening  begin  at  6:15  p.m.  Servi- 
ces on  Saturday  commence  at 
8:00  a.m.  and  continue  until  sun- 
set that  day  when  the  holiday  is 
concluded  with  a long  single  blast 
of  the  shofar.  While  these  times 
are  fairly  general,  worshippers 
should  consult  their  own  Syna- 
gogue bulletins  for  specific  times. 


Now  is  the  time  to  maximize 
our  efforts.  Israel  is  playing  her 
part  - redoubling  her  vigilance 
militarily  and  increasing  political 
and  diplomatic  efforts  to  ensure 
that  the  cease-fire  is  succeeded  by 
peace  and  does  not  revert  to  war, 
and  increasing  even  further  the 
financial  and  economic  burden 
borne  by  her  citizens. 


Those  who  have  stood  by  and 
assisted  Israel  in  her  darkest  hours 
must  not  falter  now  that  there  is 
hope  for  better  things.  Until  that 
hope  becomes  a reality,  neither 
Israel’s  citizens  nor  Israel’s  friends 
all  over  the  world  can  relax  their 
efforts.  By  investing  in  Israel 
Bonds  they  will  be  making  a con- 
crete and  direct  contribution  to- 


wards the  peace  effort. 

On  the  eve  of  the  High  Holidays 
let  us  repeat  with  renewed  hope 
the  prayer  of  the  Psalmist:  “The 
Lord  will  give  strength  to  his 
people;  the  Lord  will  bless  his 
people  with  peace.”

Succot  Observed 
October  14  through  23 


In  hundreds  of  synagogues 
throughout  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  the  intensive  High  Holy 
Day  program  for  Israel  Bonds  has 
become  a traditional  means  of 
reaching  the  great  mass  of  the 
members  o the  Jewish  commu- 
nities. 

Plans  for  the  local  special  pro- 
grams to  be  conducted  by  syna- 
gogues during  Yom  Kippur  have 
already  been  made  and  Ottawa 
rabbis  and  presidents  of  congrega- 
tions have  been  requested  to 
schcdul^theirBond  effort  in  order 
to  stimulate  the  widest  response 
from  the  holiday  worshipers.  They 
have  already  assured  the  Israel 
Bond  Organization  of  their  full 
support. 

In  a special  message  just  recei- 
ved, Chief  Rabbi  Issar  Yehuda 
Unterman  and  Chief  Rabbi 
Yitzhak  Nissim  of  Israel  have 
called  for  intensified  participation 
in  the  special  effort  for  State  of 
Israel  Bonds  during  the  forth- 
coming High  Holy  Days. 

Israel’s  religious  leaders  under- 
scored the  vital  need  for  an  in- 
creased flow  of  Israel  Bond  funds 
to  strengthen  and  expand  the 
economic  foundations  of  the 
young  democracy  as  it  faces  a 
critical  turning  point  in  its  history. 

In  their  message,  they  hailed 
all  those  “who  take  an  active  part 
in  the  Israel  Bond  Organization 


for  the  building  of  the  land  and 
the  absorbing  of  immigrants.” 
Expressing  faith  in  the  ultimate 
resolution  of  Middle  East  tensions, 
they  said  that  because  of  the 
sharp  rise  in  immigration,  “great 
resources  are  required  to  increase 
the  construction  of  the  land  and 
create  jobs”  for  newcomers.  “All 
this  imposes  great  moral  respon- 
sibility on  the  Israel  Bond  Organi- 
zation to  increase  its  activity  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mighty  role  in 
the  ingathering  and  absorption  of 
immigrants.”  they  said. 

Chief  Rabbis  Unterman  and 
Nissim  concluded  their  remarks 
with  the  following  joint  state- 
ment: 

“We,  therefore,  launch  a hearty 
appeal,  as  the  outgoing  year  ends, 
to  all  our  brethren  wherever  they 
may  be,  to  bend  their  efforts  for 
this  vital  endeavour  and  to  do  their 
share  in  generosity  and  nobility 
for  the  spiritual  and  material  de- 
velopment, strengthening  and  pro- 
gress of  our  Holy  Land  by  maximal 
purchase  of  State  of  Israel  Bonds. 
May  they  increase  considerably 
this  coming  year,  for  the  needs  of 
the  State  and  its  expenditure  are 
increasing  greatly. 

“And  on  the  eve  of  the  New 
Year,  we  wish  the  entire  House  of 
Israel  in  all  its  dwelling  places  that 
the  year  that  is  coming  be  a good 
year,  one  of  the  return  of  Israel  to 
its  G-d  and  land,  a year  of  hap- 
piness and  peace.”

The  Festival  of  Succot  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  1 5th  day  of 
Tishre,  corresponding  this  year  to 
Wednesday  evening,  October  14.  It 
is  observed  for  nine  days  of  which 
the  first  two  and  last  two  days  are 
full  holidays  and  the  intervening 
days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succot 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  wilderness  after  their  deli- 
verance from  Egyptian  bondage. 
During  that  time,  they  were  com- 
pelled to  live  in  tents  or  building 


booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

On  Shemini  Atzeret  (the  Eighth 
Day  of  Solemn  Assembly),  the 
Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read  to 
remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  services 
for  the  departed  are  recited  and  a 
prayer  is  offered  so  that  the  earth 
may  produce  bountiful  cropts  next 
year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah, 
is  the  most  joyous  day  of  the 
festival  as  it  marks  the  annual 
completion  and  commencement  of 
the  reading  of  the  Law  in  thfe 
Synagogue.

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Establish  Forest  in  Israel  With 
Proceeds  of  First  Walkathon 


A Forest  of  10,000  trees  has 
been  established  by  the  Jewish 
Community  of  Ottawa  to  comme- 
morate the  22nd  Anniversary  of 
Israel’s  Independence. 

The  main  impetus  for  this  move 
came  when  some  $5,500.  was 
realized  from  the  ten-mile  Walk- 
athon held  as  part  of  Ottawa’s 
observance  of  Israel’s  22nd  anni- 
versary. 

A forest  of  10,000  trees  costs 
$20,000.  to  plant,  but  the  Jewish 
National  Fund  is  proceeding  with 
the  whole  project  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  balance  will  be 


forthcoming  from  the  proceeds  of 
future  Walkathon  events  in  Ottawa. 

Judging  by  the  response  to  the 
first  Walkathon,  organizers  are  con- 
fident that  the  balance  owing  will 
be  raised  over  the  next  four  or 
five  years  and  transmitted  to 
Israel.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
success  of  the  Walkathon  will 
make  it  an  annual  event  in  Ottawa. 

The  Jewish  National  Fund  has 
agreed  to  the  plan  and  an  acknow- 
ledgement for  the  first  advance  of 
$5,500.  has  been  received.  The 
Ottawa  Forest  will  bear  the  fol- 
lowing inscription:

Vaad  Report

A number  of  people  have  asked  me  to  explain  who  is  on  the 
Vaad  Executive,  how  often  they  meet  and  what  kind  of  issues 
they  deal  with.  I will  answer  the  first  two  questions  in  this  issue: 
the  last  item  will  unfold  in  subsequent  columns  of  this  paper. 

To  begin  with,  the  Executive  Council,  as  its  name  implies,  is 
the  executive  arm  of  the  Vaad,  charged  by  the  delegate  assembly 
to  carry  out  the  broad  objects  of  the  organization.  It  is  appointed 
directly  following  the  Annual  General  Meeting.  If  you  can 
visualize  the  full  Vaad  as  a sort  of  “community  parliament”,  then 
it  follows  that  the  executive  becomes  the  “cabinet”. 

The  present  constitution  provides  that  the  Executive  be  com- 
posed of  the  elected  officers,  the  presidents  of  Synagogues,  the 
chairmen  of  standing  committees,  the  past  presidents  and  the 
presidents  of  B nai  B’rith  and  the  Hebrew  Benefit  Society.  Some 
changes  are  obviously  needed  and  the  Constitution  Committee  is 
going  to  look  into  this  before  long. 

This  year,  meetings  are  scheduled  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  evening  of  each  month.  Two  have  already  been  held:  the 
first  on  September  8 and  the  second  on  October  6.
